LONDON, May 87.—The strike of 
100,000 stevedores and lightermen, 
whloh has tied up British shipping, 
was abruptly ended this 
afternoon 
when the warring factions met and 
justed their difficulties. Tho mid 
a surprise, as several thousand strike­ 
breakers were being ordered to tho 
waterfront only ten minutes 
before 
tho settlement was announced. Pre­ 
mier Asquith, and Lloyd George, with 
President of tho Board of Trade Bux­ 
ton, conferred thle afternoon. 
Demonstration Yesterday 
• london. May 87.—One hundred 
thousand strikers carrying banners 
paraded the streets of London yester­ 
day afternoon, making the largest la­ 
bor demonstration ever seen In thle 
city, 
It was their way of announcing they 
will earry their fight 
of 
transport 
workers and dockers for better condi­ 
tions to the hitter end and to try to 
blockade all the ports of England. It 
waa Whltsunoay and Immense crowds 
lined the streets through which the 
long procession passed. 
The Amalgamated Society of Water­ 
men, Lightermen and Bargemen joined 
by the Amalgamated Trades Labor Un­ 
ions and Labor Protection 
League, 
held the largest demonstration over 
seen In Trafalgar Square. Afterwards 
they visited various parks, where oth­ 
er sections were holding meetings and 
passing resolutions with vociferous 
cheering to urge a general strike 
throughout tho country. But It was 
all orderly and the mounted policemen 
policing the route had little or nothing 
to do. 
Meanwhile other leaders 
of 
the 
agitation are canvassing the country 
and holding meetings In an atttmpt to 
get assistance from the railway car­ 
men. 


Another world’s record was broken 
yesterday by Glenn L. 
Martin, the 
Santo (Ana aviator. 
The record was 
the height record 
for 
hydro-aero­ 
planes. Martin climbed 4400 feet in­ 
to the sky, which is 800 feet higher 
than the record set by Hugh Robin­ 
son at San Diego. 
Martin’s record 
yesterday at Balboa was unofficial, 
but It demonstrated to bim that he 
can go up and get an official record 
any day that the Aero Club officials 
will meet him at the Bay. 
It was a wonderful flight. 
Martin 
is In the habit of making wonderful 
flights, but bls work yesterday 
in 
the flight for height was exceptional­ 
ly worthy of note by students of avia­ 
tion. 
A hydro-aeroplane 
with 
the 
pontoon attached is heavier by IOO 
pounds or more than the 
ordinary 
aeroplane, ann that additional weight 
counts for a good deal when a ma­ 
chine is being driveu into thin air. 
When the blrd-man went to Cata­ 
lina he arose 4,OOO feet, thus better­ 
ing the official record. It was a week 
or two after that flight that Martin 
and his manager. Roy 
Knabenshue. 
were looking over aeronautical 
rec­ 
ords, and they found that 3600 feet 
was the best ever officially recorded. 
Arrangements are to be made for an 
official flight 
this 
week or 
next. 
Aero Club 
representatives will 
be 
on hand to watch It. 
Martin judged 
his height yesterday by his aneroid 
barometer, which he always 
takes 
with him. 
Martin made landings 
yesterday 
such as no aviator ever before at­ 
tempted with a hydro-aeroplane. He 
landed side on to a heavy wind. The 
breese was a twenty-five 
mile 
an 
hour breeze, ad the slightest 
mis­ 
take of judgment would have meant 
a ducking for machine 
and 
flyer. 
Martin slid into the landing place on 
Balboa Island with comparative ease 
Following the flight for height Mar­ 
tin made three other flights. On one 
he took a Frenchman, A. Valier, pho­ 
tographer for the Nester Moving Pic­ 
ture Co., who reeled off several hun­ 
dred feet of film along the bay and 
the picturesque shores from Corona 
Del Mar half way to Laguna Beach. 
On another flight a San Franciscan 
named Bell, who baa bought an aero­ 
plane from Martin’s factory, was put 
through some thrills. 
Big Crowd There 
There was a big crowd of people 
present. Scores of automobiles were 
on hand. 
The ferry boats were busy ell af­ 
ternoon carrying people across 
the 
channel to Balboa Island, where Mar­ 
tin beaches his aircraft. The wings 
of tbs machine have been writtem on 
by hundreds of people. When Mar­ 
tin landed In Avalon ho left his ma­ 
chine in charge of some boatmen, 
who were unable to keep the crowd 
from scribbling their names on the 
cloth. The visitors nt Balboa Island 
have been following ault. 
Yesterday at noon Martin was tho 
guest of students and members of the 
faculty of the College of Oratory, U. 
8. C. 
Among thoeo to congratulate Mar 
Un on his flights yesterday was Frank 
Champion, the Long Beach aviator. 
Champion came on crutches. He was 
accidentally shot in one 
leg while 
hunting last December. 
He says he 
expects to be able to fly again soon.

assurance was in answer to a protest 
from President Gomez against inter­ 
vention, saying the Cuban government 
had tile matter of revolt in hand. 
Despite Taft’s assurance America 
would not intervene In Cuba, state 
department officials declare that the 
presidential exchange of cables would 
not affect preparations to land U. 
S. forces unless conditions improve. 
It^ is believed that President Go­ 
mez s protest was designed for po­ 
litical effect. It Is regarded doubtful 
here whether or not Gomez will be 
able to restore peace In Cuba. Secre­ 
tary of State Knox has personally as­ 
sumed charge of the Cuban situation, 
here. 
The text of President Taft’s cabin 
was as follows: 
"I am sincerely gratified to learn 
the energetic measures your govern­ 
ment is using to put down the distur­ 
bances and to know that you are con­ 
fident of success. As I fully explain- 
ed to the Cuban charge d'affaires in 
VV ashington. the motive of America 
sending ships to Key West 
is

same as in sending the naval trans­ 
port Prairie to Guantanamo, merely 
to be able to act promptly if unfortu­ 
nately it became necessary to protect 
American lives and property, by ren­ 
dering moral support and assistance 
to the Cuban government.

SANE” CELEBRATIONS ON JULY 4 
$100,000 Being Raised for (Purpose--161 
Cities Sane Last Year—New Jersey 
To Begin War on "Skeeters” 


NEW YORK, May 15.—Agitation 
for a "safe and sane Fourth” this year 
ha* already begun. Plans are being 
made by the Fourth of July commit­ 
tee appointed by Mayor Qaynor to 
substitute quieter and safer means for 
Jollifying on Independence Day and 
fund of 1100,000 is being raised to In 
emu the bringing of these plans into 
effect. 
Four hundred celebrations will be 
conducted by the committee In various 
parte of New Tort and Its burroughs. 
Half of the amount needed by the 
committee will be appropriated by the 
Board of Aldermen whllb the remain­ 
der will be raised by popular subscrip­ 
tion. 
According to pamphlets which the 
committee has Issued, 6000 persons 
have been saved from death and In­ 
jury during the last three years as a 
result of the ”Bene Fourth” agitation. 
In 1900, acbordlng to the pamphlet, SO 
cities had "sane Fourths” and reports 
from all parts of the country showed 
that 6307 persons were killed and In­ 
jured. In 1910, 91 cities took up the 
agitation and the dead and Injured 
was reduced to S923 persons. Last 
year, the number of cities increased 
to 161 and the Milled and Injured was 
reduced to 1603. This year, according 
to Herman Ridder, president of the 
Fourth of July Committee of the city 
of New York, more than SOO cities 
will participate In the "safe and sane 
celebration” plan and he predicted 
that the number of fatalities would be 
below a thousand. 
The old custom of “reading the 
declaration of independence” which 
was revived here a few years ago, will 
again be followed this year. Histori­ 
cal celebrations and pageants in the 
five boroughs composing New York 
will also be held flttlngly commemor­ 
ating the birth of American Liberty. 
It Is also planned to hold twenty 
great athletic meets for the benefit of 
the children and band concerts and 
public fireworks In various parts of 


the city will be given for the benefit 
of the grownups. Previous to the 
Fourth, celebrations will be held In 
the various eohools to tench the chil­ 
dren of New York patriotism.

The gift of $15,000 by Cyrus H. Mc­ 
Cormick to the Princeton champion­ 
ship football eleven has started fur­ 
ious speculation among students as to 
what the men will do with the money 
and more especially what President 
Hibben’a attitude may be to what is 
called “the capitalisation” of a winning 
team. The new president has repeat­ 
edly voiced his sympathy with the 
athletic development of the college, 
but It Is equally well known that he Is 
an avowed enemy of commercialised 
sport and it was feared he might see 
in McCormick’s gift the entering wedge 
of so-called professionalism.

CHfltaALS IM WOOD. 


Why Timber Gut In Winter Is Better 
Than That Gut In Bummer. 
Timber cut ta Spring and In summer 
Is not so durable as that cut in winter. 
The durability depends not only upon 
the greater or tem density, but also 
upon tbs presence of certain chemical 
constituents faiths wood. 
Thus a largo proportion of reslnouO 
matter increases the durability, while 
th* presence of easily soluble carbohp 
Grates diminishes It considerably. 
During the growing season th* wood 
of trees contains sulphuric acid and 
potassium, both of which ar* solvents 
of carbohydrates, starch, resins and 
gums. They are known to soften alee 
the ligneous tissue to a considerable 
degree. 
During tbs summer months th* wood 
of living trees contains eight times as 
much sulphuric acid and five times as 
much potassium as It does during the 
winter months. Th* presence of these 
two chemical substances during the 
growing season constitutes the chief 
factor In dissolving the natural preserv­ 
atives within th* wood and In prepar­ 
ing the wood for the different kinds 
of wood destroying fungi.—Scientific 
American.

AND LEGITIMATE TRADE 


The Chicago Record-Herald made 
the following comparison some time 
ago, to illustrate the waste caused by 
the saloon to legitimate trade: 
“If the 7000 saloons of Chicago take 
In $30 each per day, the total amount 
for all would be approximately $67,- 
000,000 a year. 
Apply this in legiti­ 
mate channels of trade and you will 
have this result. 
“Employ 10,000 men cleaning streets 
and doing other public work at $1.50 
a day; employ 2000 teams and men 
cleaning alleys and streets at $4.00 a 
day; give each of 60,000 poor families 
$1.00 a day; buy a $25 suit for the 
father of each of these 60,000 families; 
buy one $10 dress and one $3 pair of 
shoes for the mother; buy two tons of 
hard coal and one barrel of flour for 
each poor family; buy one $20 suit and 
one $4 pair of shoes for 250,000 work­ 
ingmen, and pay the carfare and ^unch 
of the same number; buy one $4 suit 
of clothes for every boy and girl in 
the public schools (180,891 enrolled); 
establish one free library and mus­ 
eum in each division of the city at 
$1,000,000 each; build 30 new school­ 
houses at $100,000 
each; 
build 
36 
churches at $50,000 each;

to 
fresh air fund for poor children $75,- 
OOO; give to the various hospitals of 
the city $100,000; and have a balance 
left over of $10,000.

MAKING NATIONAL ELEC­ 
TIONS NATIONAL 


California Outlook: 
Most of us be­ 
lieve that the candidate preferred by 
the voters of his party ought to be its 
nominee. 
That 
involves 
a 
nation 
wide primary on presidential candi­ 
dates; and nothing of that sort has 
yet been attempted. But it needs only 
an extension to the United States as a 
I 
unit of what we now have in Califor­ 
nia and a few other states. Let the 
Republican National Committee make 
a rule that every delegate to a nation­ 
al convention shall be pledged to vote, 
for that candidate who shall receive 
the highest vote, that vote to be de­ 
termined by aggregating the votes in 
all states that provide for presiden­ 
tial primaries. It would follow that in 
every state where 
the 
Republican 
party is in power a preferential pri­ 
mary law would be enacted in order 
that the Republicans of that 
state 
might have some influence in nomin­ 
ating the party’s candidate. Some pro­ 
vision might be made for allowing 
voters to indicate their second choice, 
and third, for combining first and sec­ 
ond choice votes in case no one re­ 
ceived a majority of the first choice. 
But the United States is now 
so 
truly and completely one people and 
one nation, and so unalterably dedi­ 
cated and destined to government by 
the people that the vote or the people 
ought to elect the president. 
This

cry of the men in gray, the minister 
reverently and in stirring ^ onj* 
knowledged the guiding hand of God 
In the destines of nations and in the 
Civil War.

Receptacle Should be Filmed Where 
Sun Will Strike lf ss Fowls 
Will Use It Oft*? 


(By N. E. Chapman, Minnesota.) 
In every poultry house there should 
be n dust-bath, where the hens may 
get rid of lice. 
Poultry-llce breathe 
through pores In their sides, and line 
dust nils these pores and suffocates 
the 
vermin. 
Road-dust, 
hard-coal 
ashes, or dry dirt of any kind, will 
accomplish the purpose. Wood ashes, 
lf damp, may stain the feathers and 
otherwise harm the fowls. A tight 
box, three feet by three feet and one 
foot deep, is a good receptacle for the 
duct. It should be placed where the 
•un can shine on it, ss many hours 
M possible; for, when the hens are 
not exercising by scratching for their 
feed, they will spend a good deal of 
time in the dust-bath, which Induces 
exercise. 
The hens will not use tho 
bath freely unless the sir is warm, 
for they dislike to open their feathers 
and expose their bodies to air below 
60 degrees. One end of the box may 
he put on the window-sill, and the 
other supported on legs, with a can­ 
opy of denim or duck, open on one 
side and toward the window. This 
will confine the heat, and make the 
temperature in the box many degrees 
higher than the temperature of the 
house. The canopy should slant down 
from the upper part of the window, 
of course, and be closed up on 
all 
sides but one, so that there will be 
no draft to carry off the heated air. 
Such a dust-bath can be easily and 
cheaply made and will add much to 
the health and happiness of the hen. 
The hen that Is comfortable is the 
one that makes money for her owner.

Two Salvations—Two Pontoooote. 
A more careful study of the Bible Is 
revealing to God's people all over the 
world the fact that Os has for man 
kind two distinct salvations, one for 
the Church, the other for the world. 
and each of these salvations Is intro­ 
duced by a Pentecostal blessing. That 
tbs Church ta merely a “tlnt-frulta 
unto God of Ills creatures" is distinct­ 
ly stated by St James (L 18), and this 
Implies most positively that there will 
be after-fruits.

Tile two features of the 
prophecy ars distinctly marked-one 
blessing to bo upon God'a servants nnd 
handmaidens only, the other to be upon 
all flesh. The one was to ba "la those 
days," the other, "offer those days." 
Jubilee Day—Jubilee Year. 
Tbs Day of Pentecost was tbs grand 
Jublleo Day, In which God's blessing 
wan attained, marking tbs forgiveness 
of aln and tbs acceptance by tbs Heav­ 
enly Father. It waa the 00th day (7x7 
plus I). Every* Jewish Sabbath pointed 
to this Jubilee Day ss the culmination 
of the Sabbath day system. The word 
"Sabbath" signifies rest and this cul­ 
mination of tho Sabbath days In a Of 
tletb signified the completeness of the 
rest. 
But It will be remembered that In the 
Law given to Israel there waa not only 
a seven-day aeries of Sabbaths, but 
also a seven-year series of Sabbaths 
Each seventh year was 6 Sabbath year. 
landing up to a Jubile# ( 7 x 7 plus I). 
the fiftieth. 
As the day Sabbath 
ranched a glorious culmination for the 
Church, so the year Sabbath will reach 
a glorious climax for tbs world.
